THE Pſalms wete anciently divided info feve- 
ral Portions, calPd Nodurns : By which 
Divifiott the whole 'PſaHer, or Book of Pſalms, 
was read every Week : but our Church allows a 
Month's ſpace for the reading of them in Pub- 
lick, and that by way of Reſponding, as was be-= 
fore obſerved. Now the Reaſon why the Pfalms 
are ſo frequently read over, is, becaufe they con- 
tain the Flower and Quinteffence of all things 
Spirituak and Divine, as being digefted into 
Forms of Prayers , Thanksgivings , Prarles , 
Confeſſions and Adorations, fit for every ſpiritual 
Temper” and Neceſlity. ' Here the Penitent hath 
a Forni of Confeſſion ; he that hath received a 
Benefit, a Thanksgiving ; he that is m any _ 
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of Need,Ghoſtly or Bodily,hatha Prayer; all haveÞÞ-* 
Lauds, and all may adorethe ſeveral Attributes offjf© 
God,as Power, Wiſdom, Loveand Goodneſs, pati- Lul 
ence and long-ſuffcring, Juſtice and Mercy, &c, 
David's © Pſalms are Forms, which no Perſon Le 
may be either afraid or. aſhamed to . uſe, being 
compoſed by the Inſpiration of the Divine Spirit, 
But he that would make good uſe of them; muſt 
endeavourto. form his Spirit according tothe Af. 
fection of-the. Pſalmiſt, If the Aﬀection . be of 
Love, that runs through the Pſalm, it muſt be 
read with the tame Aﬀection; if of Fear, the 
Spirit of Fear ſhould be imprinted on the Soul; 
if of Deſfre, it ſhould be carried on with the® 
ſame Tranſportation ; if of Gratitude unto God, I *'* 
the Soul ſhould be lifted up in Praiſes, and come"! 
with Aﬀections that way inflamed. oþ 
Indeed ſome Pſalms feemto have no propriety id 
with the Spirit of Chriſtianity, as being ſpentinÞ}** 
calling for, Vengeance upon:Enemies, contrary toll 
the Goſpel-Spirit of Meekneſs, Mildneſs, and 
Love of Enemies, and the Example of Jeſus, Py 
Luke g. 56. Who camenot to deſtroy Mens Lives, fl © 
but to ſave them. To this is anſwered, that Da- fo 
vid in thoſe places, did not pray as a Petitioner, 
that God would bring ſuch and ſuch Judgments 
upon Sinners; but as a Prophet, and inſpired with 
the Spirit of God, he did predict and denounce 
the juſt Judgments of God, that would inevita- 
bly fall upon ſuch Perſons. - Such Pſalms there- 
fore are rather Prediftions and Prophecies, than 
Prayers; and may inſtruct us, although if wr 
; tera 
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veliLiteral, yet in a Spiritual Senſe, to expreſs our 
- offikevenge and Difſpleaſure againſt our Sins and 
tj. Luſts,, which are- God's and our greateſt Ene- 
. nies: So that in this reſpet our Indignation, 
no 2cal and Imprecations are very ſeaſonable. 

Many things alſo in the Pſalms may ſeem not 
to ſute well with every: Man's Condition at all 
times ; So that the Spirit of the Reciter may 
meet with Contradiction, more than Advantage 
and Aſſiſtance : As for Example, A Man over- 
whelm'd with Grief, cant have a vigorous Spirit 
hefdof Praiſe; or a Man in a proſperous Eſtate,
